Millions of horsepower are going to 
waste which the sea could furnish us if 
only some practical way of running a 
tidal plant could be found, says the Poly- 
technical Review. 


One of these is brought 
out by Engineer Pein of Hamburg and he 
proposes to lay out two large basins on 
the sea coast in Schleswig-Holstein. 

Two tidal basins connected by a 
row space are used and the water takes 
a swift flow between the basins on some- 
what the same plan as has been used on 
a modern scale and for running as large 
a plant as the 5000 horsepower, one 
which he is now designing. Part of the 
work is already done by a 1'4-mile jetty 
in the sea connecting with Nordstrand 
island.

OT so large in point of population— 
the last census gives it as 32,452— 
Chelsea in Massachusetts is vet a “first” 
city of the United States. “More 
any other town in the Massachusetts Bay 


than 


Colony, or other town known to me on 
the, continent, there are associated with 
Chelsea a greater number of what are 
ealled ‘firat’ things,” once said Mellen 
Chamberlain, Chelsea's historian. 

Chelsea is a busy city. It was char- 
tered as a city in 1857. It has had vari- 
ous vicissitudes but it has withstood 
them. Swept five years ago by a fire 
that destroyed the larger pzrt of its 
business and much of its residential dis- 
tricts, it has ever since been rebuilding, 
in some ways better than before. Com- 
pelled to make itself anew, it -was wise 
enough to undertake the work on the 
most epproved lines that seemed practi- 
cable. Chelsea's new public buildings 
are considered architecturally good: and 
pleasing to the eye. The mellowness that 
comes with time is yet to be bestowed 
upon them, but every one who sees them 
is impressed, for they are monuments to 
the courage and enterprise of the citi- 
rens. 

Just to the north of the larger city, 
Chelsea is included in the area referred 
to as metropolitan Boston. It has large 
industrial interests, being the home of 
plants for the manufacture of shoes, 
machinery, rubber goods, boxes, furnaces, 
stoves, and other commodities, It has a 


‘fine school system, is active in philan- 


thropies, has a board of trade, many re- 
ligious and social organizations. 

Like the Chelsea in England, Chelsea 
in Massachusetts has naval and marine 
hospitals and like it again a soldiers’ 
home.

days, described by its owner as having 
“Pillizado fflankers and gunnes_ both 
below and above in them 
the Indians.” It was built at the same 
time Boston was settled, in 1624-5 by 
an Englishman, Samuel Maverick. This 
early houseowner endeared himself to his 
own countrymen and to the Indians by 
his humanity and was. chosen for high 
offices in the colony. At that time 
Chelsea was known as Winnisimmet. It 
was described as a “very sweet place for 
situation, and stands very commodious- 
ly.” Maverick sold it in 1634 to Gov. 
Richard Bellingham. <A map of his prop- 
erty at that time is now in the British 
museum. In 1650 Bellingham erected in 
Winnisimmet a summer home that he 
might get away from the growing city 
of Boston. This, much enlarged, still 
stands as a part of the old Cary house, 
preserved as a piece of fine colonial archi- 
tecture. It was Bellingham who divided 
the territory compriking Winnisimmet 
into four farms, known as the Williams, 
Shurtleff, Cary and Carter farms. names 
since retained in connection with the 
public schools. 

A ferry was started at the Maverick 
house site in 1631, running from Winni- 
simmet or Chelsea to Charlestown. The 
ferry is still operated. but has changed 
its route to Boston. It is said to be the 
oldest ferry in the United States. 

From here also ran the first county 
road in the colony, and on the 27th of 
May, 1775, almost within a stone’s throw, 


_took place the battle of Chelsea creek, 
between the provincials and the British. 


This part of Chelsea also figured in other 
ways in the country’s history, and now, 
made beautiful by fine old trees, it over- 
looks some of the moat historic spots that 
cluster around this section of the country. 

Friendly communications and interest- 
ing souvenirs have passed between offi- 
cials and other citizens of the two Chel- 
seas in recent years.

BETTER DELIVERY 
CALLED CUT TO 
COSTLY SERVICE 


Urging cooperative delivery as a means 
of securing more efficient and less ex- 
pensive service, Hugo Fenchel, manager 
of the Cooperative Delivery Company of 
Worcester, addressed members of the 
New England Dry ‘(ioods Association at 
a dinner at Youngs hotel Tuesday night. 

Mr, Fenchel said that it is possible 
with proper cooperation to save from 40 
to 50 per cent of the present cost of 
delivery. He said merchants who have 
a common delivery can avoid sending out 
wagons half filled, as is now frequently 
the case, avoid duplication, which causes 
customers to receive parcels from a num- 
bef of different wagons after making a 
shipping trip, and also relieve street con- 
gestion. 

Charles W. Hoyt of New Haven spoke 
on “Coordination of Sales with .Adver- 
tising.” “Advertising and selling must 
be kept together,” said he, “they are 
inseparable.” He urged that advertising 
has a certain influence in stiffening up 
the whole organization from manufac- 
turer to seller and spoke of the various 
kinds of mediums, including newspapers.

This self-determination of charac- 
ters must of course be strongly marked 
when each writer is apparently striving 
to leave things in as difficult a tangle as 
possible for the writer who shall! take up 
his broken threads, while keeping an 
artistic consistency, tog. The skill of 
them all is abundantly proved, however, 
in that at the end of the book one has 
really a singularly vivid impression of 
each member of this amazing family.

So 
also in respect to such books, music, 
photographs as any religious, philosophical, 
educational, scientific or literary society may 
care to import in a very limited number of 
copies. On books in general, bound or 
unbound, engravings, photographs, etchings, 
Inaps, music, etc., the new rate is to be 15 per cent ad valorem, 
whereas under the present Payne-Aldrich bill the rate is 25 per 
cent. So much for the finished product and the unquestioned effect 
of the bill to force American manufacturers of books to meet an 
enlarged Ituropean competition, especially from the cheap l:nglish 
reprints of standard books. 

When it comes to the raw materials which enter into book mak- 

ng, both paper and the goods out of which bindings are made are 
* be imported at a lower rate. This will offset, to a considerable 
degree, the effect of the reduced rate on the finished product; and 
it leads the Publishers Weekly to say of the bill, that “bv and large, 
American book producers seein to have been treated with 
foresight and fairness.”’ Simultaneous reduction of raw materials 
and increase of the free list need not cause alarm, except to Amer- 
ican producers of the raw materials who, in this field as in others, 
must work out “effective competition.” 

It was for a reduction in cost of raw materials coincident with 
extension of the free list and lessening of the rate that G. H. Putnam, 
the veteran publjsher, argued in his important letter to Chairman 
Underwood. Lessening the raw materials will affect the 
price of 95 per cent of the text-hbooks and works of general litera- 
ture made and sold in the United States. I-xtending the free list 
and reducing the import rate will touch only about 5 per cent of the 
“utilized in the country” to quote a phrase from Mr. Putnam's 
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The consumer of books, if the Underwood-Wilson bill becomes 
law, whether buving foreign-made or domestic volumes, can look 
forward to some reduction 1n the cost of his purchases, assuming that 
the middlemen are made responsive to the popular expectation. 
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Tuk idea of planting trees along the banks of 
the Cape Cod canal should quickly pass the 
proposal point. There is no question as to 
the utility of this waterway. It will do great 
things for the expedition and safety of com- 
merce. But whether it shall be a defacement 
of or an ornament to the landscape in the 
vears to come, is something that must be 
determined by the attitude of the people of 
Massachusetts toward the esthetic phase of 
the undertaking. briefly stated, the canal can be left an unsightly 
scar across the cape when the steam shovels shall have performed 
their task, or it can be made an attraction to that already very attrac- 
tive body of land. The common experience of the countryside 
through which railroads and canals are constructed is not pleasant. 
Railway corporations in recent years have recognized the justice of 
the complaints made by those who are compelled daily to face their 
rights of way, and several companies have gone into the work 
improvement. Over some of the mileage that has been cared for, 
the change is striking and refreshing not only to residents along 
the lines but to passengers on the trains. 

There are canals throughout the United States, East and West. 
that are rather repellent than inviting. Along their sides the earth 
excavated years ago and piled in ridges has been allowed to become 
the plaything of erosion, with the result that in a diluted form it 
has destroyed vegetation on one side and partially filled the cut from 
which it was originally removed, on the other. The debris of the 
great Chicago drainage canal constitutes one of the most hopeless 
verspectives to be found in the Mississippi valley. It is the under- 
standing that the United States government w ill not leave the Panama 
canal in any such unsightly condition. The Cape Cod canal, which 
ijn many respects ranks next in importance to the cut through the 
isthmus, should not be permitted to become a blot upon the scenery, 
when by the protection of its embankments and the planting of trees 
along its sides, at an expense that may be apportioned so as to fall 
lightly on all concerned, it can be made at once a valuable asset to 
the cape and a desirable water route. The proposal of the state for- 
ester of Massachusetts, that steps be taken to secure a forest reserve 
for the cape in this connection, is most timely. Unity of action on 
the part of private and public bodies would undoubtedly result in 
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having a project of this character for the beautification of the cape 


well under way before the canal is open to navigation. 
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THERE have been signs of a‘change for the 
better in the nomadic habits of the American 
people tor half a century or more, and these 
signs have not been altogether deceptive. 
The American people are not, apparently at 
least, as nomadic as they used to be. Once 
upon a time all leases began on May 1, and 
ended on April 30. They do not all do so 
any longer. <A great number of leases now 
begin on Nov. 1, and end on Oct. 31. There 
is now no real prejudice against renting or taking a house at 
any time of year, although landlords like to maintain all the uniform- 
ity possible in this respect. There are times of year when it is not 
desirable to have an empty house on hand, and there are times of 
year When it is not desirable to go house hunting. But the great point 
is that if one wishes to move in these days, one does not, as a rule, 
have to move on May 1, as was the case formerly. The disappear- 
ance of household goods from miles of sidewalk frontage, the disap- 
pearance of long processions of moving vans, the disappearance from 
the streets and street cars of men and women traveling for the first 
time to a section of the community they had never lived in before— 
the disappearance of cat and dog and canary bird, umbrella, hall 
looking glass and general family treasure and heirloom parades, from 
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with a more befitting dignity. . Rather they are moved. 
the husband and wife, or the father and mother, as the case might 
be, got through moving in about June 30 of each year, and began 
nioving out about March 31. ‘That is, there eight months in 
cvery year were neither coming nor nor getting 
ready to settle down or Modern progress has changed 
all this. In the it Is not absolutely necessary to move 
when everybody else is moving. In the next place, there are trained 
in the next place, there 1s the motor van with a capacity 
for everything including the family pets, treasures and heirlooms.

Figures already at hand‘com- 
paring the output, and means of output, in 1912 with Those of 1911, 
show that even now the industry is expanding with great rapidity. 

A second census of the trade, taken under the auspices of the 
National Association of Automobile Manutacturers, has resulted 
a careful revision of the earlier statistics. From this it appears 
that the total output of commercial vehicles of all kinds and types 
reported for the year 1912 by 170 companies was 21,939, as com- 
pared with a total output of 10,655 vehicles by eighty-five companies 
in 1911. This not only shows double the output of 1911 in 1912, 
but it reveals a production of motor vehicles in 1912 twice as large 
as that reported for all preceding years up to 1911, or a production 
equal to the entire output previous to 1912. 

Yet, even with this showing, it is apparent that the number of 
motor vehicles prodticed in 1912 simply dots the surface of the 
field open to development. The production of commercial motor 
vehicles for the present vear, it 1s estimated, will be 51,556, or about 
two and one half times greater than that of last vear, and about two 
and one half times greater than the output of all previous years com- 
bined. It can hardly be long, theretore, until the produetion of 
motor vehicles in the United States is exceeding 100,000 annually : 
but even at this rate it would take years to provide substitutes for 
the horse-drawn vehicles at present 1n use.. It is impossible to go 
very far into this subject without speculating upon possibilities. Much 
will depend, of course, on the progress that shall be made in the pro- 
duction of vehicles to meet the needs of farmers and smaller mer- 
cantile establishments, such as grocers. The horse may never be 
entirely superseded as a common carrier, but he can be displaced 
so many instances that he will very likely cease to be a factor in the 
delivery or heavy hauling situation. 
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A MATHEMATICIAN has figured out that an aeroplane wei 
a ton, equipped with an engine of 414,000 horsepower, could travel 
through the earth's atmosphere in twenty-four minutes and nine sec- 
onds and reach the moon in torty-eight and a half hours.
